“You want to hear about the big naval
ongagamieont of the other wealk, off tha coast
of Jutland ' ‘eaid he, glancing st his ban-
daged lew, “I'll tell yonu ail that happened to
me. 1 wag an ahle seaman on the Britiah
destroyer Fortuns, Her carder was ahort,
though livaly. Wa fired one torpade, Then
the Gorman guns put n silvo Inte uw, I
wan blown right through the boller room,
sky high, then down, down Into the sen.

OFFICERS HBENROIC,

'"Don't remeambar much at that point, ax-
aept that 1t was frightfully cold! When I
cme up o the surface 1 was Just In tUme
to ses my ship make a sudden terrible dive,
ntern in the alr, stralght for the Bottom of
the sen.  Not a trace of her was left, ex-
eept some of the craw strugglinkg In the
wiler and a caft to which our first ofMoer
gradunlly propelled me He wan badly
woundad nnd quits unabls to spenk. yet ha
could swim better than I could and all hie
thought was fo save ad many of his men
as possible, Our offlcers are all like {hat—
herdes to tha end.

“Ha helped me on to the raft, rwam
around a bit and hrought to ur feveral other
wounded men who couldn't swim, Wa
begged him to ellmb up, oo, but he shook
his hend, He Insleted on giving hix place
o another man. He hung on to the edge
of the raft for o Httle while, nnd I saw then
that he wan bleading badly from the hend.
After a bit he gave a feablo mort of n nmile,

let go hin hold and sank. He never rose
ngain,
“There wore 26 of us on the raft. A

Gorman ship eame up, turnad her lights on
us, and wo thonght ghe would fire, but she
went away without firing or attempting to
repous un,

“It wan then 1 noticed for the firat time
that part of my legw had bean shot away,
I felt no paln, but wam very, very tired.
Aftar that, two of the men lying next to ma
fall aslesp. 1t wan death, 1 suppose, but It
looked like aleep, Thelr heads alipped back,
und before 1 could got at them they had
rolled off into the sen. Then the wind got
up and a awell eames, "Puff!’ and our 1ittla
raft blew gently over and eapsized, plung-
Ihg us all Into the water ngaln !

“Only 11 of us got back to the raft that
time., One man lost hin balance and foll off
—and thersa ware 10 left. Then T heard
some ong lnughing behind me, looked round
and saw that another man had gone mad,
Ho ivas staggering obout singing. In a
fow ssconds he was gone, There waere only
nine left.

“After n while a man started to mnke an
extraordinary speech. I ecan't remembar
what It waas, but he mixed nursery rhymea
up with It. When he had finlahed he
Jumped overbonrd, There were eight left.

T don't remember much wfter that untll
A destroyer came alongside, lowered a bont
and pulled us in,  Our legs were frosen
with the cold. The doctors are golng to
amputite one of mine In n faw daya' time.
It's that or death, you nee.”

Later In the day I talked with a sallor
from the British crulser Warrior, who had
csonpod by a mirncle. ""Wa cama in for a
terriflio pounding,” He sajd, “but stood It
waoll and gave an good an wa got. H. M. S
Defonse was In ndvance of us and at first
drew all the firo untll she blew up and dis-
appenred.
